WINE AND SPIRITS. 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA Bulletin No. 14 of 1958 


PRODUCTION 


Over three quarters (80% in 1956/57) of the Australian wine production comes 
from South Australia. The quantity of wine made in this State during 1957/58 fox 
beverage and distillation reached the record total of 26,399,633 gallons and exceeded : 


the previous best in 1951/52 by 905,054 gallons. A record quantity of 141,559 tons 
of fresh grapes was used,

Production of brandy had been declining since 1954-55 but during 1957-58 there 
was such a big increase that a new record was established. The quantity made totalled 
1,125,945 proof gallons and exceeded the previous record year (1954/55) by 179,701 
proof gallons.

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WHOLESALE SALES TQ RETAILERS. 


The following table shows sales of wine and brandy to retailers, both local and 
interstate, made from stocks held in wineries, depots, bulk stores, etc. operated in 
this State but excludes oversea exports, ships stores and sales to agents and whole- 


salers. As the return includes sales to interstate re etailers, the table cannot be taken 


as an indication of the actual consumption in South Australia.

EXPORTS 

Exports of wine to oversea countries decreased to 1,401,764 gallons in 1957/58, 
which is a long way below the record of ee 365 gallons shipped abroad in 1936/37. 
Interstate exports also showed a decrease to 6,111,739 gallons, and this is 1,059,614 
gallons less than the record year 1951/52 when 7,171,353 gallons of wine were exported 
to the other States.

Interstate exports of wine Pac the year ended 30th June 1958 were 4,561,199 
Zallons of fortified and 1,550,540 gallons of unfortified. This indicates a decrease 
of 433,308 gallons for fortified and an increase of 227,487 gallons for unfortified.

STOCKS 


There has been an increase of 50% in stocks since 1938/39 when 19,843,604 gallons of 
wine and 5,976,982 proof gallons of spirits were on hand. 


For 1957/58 stocks of wine at 30,135,227 gallons almost equalled the record figure 0; 
Stocks of spirits which, this year, reached a new record of 


3953975519 gallons in 1954.

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ONSUMPTION (Estimated) 


Wine consumption reached its highest level in Australia during 1951-52 at 1.8 gallons 
x heads This compares with an average of 1.3 gallons during the three years ended 
748-49 and average consumption of 0,6 gallons during the years 1936-37 to 1938-39. During 
}§2-53 and 1953-54, consumption was 1.4 gallons per head, falling during 1955-56 to 1.1 
allons and increasing slightly to an estimated 1,2 gallons in 1956-57. 


Wine consumption figures are not available for South Australia.
